MONTEZUMA, Iowa (AP) — A man 
from Mexico living in the U.S. illegal- 
ly has confessed to kidnapping college 
student Mollie Tibbetts while she was 
running in her small Iowa hometown, 
killing her and dumping her body in a 
cornfield, authorities said Tuesday. 

Cristhian Bahena Rivera, 24, was 
arrested and charged with first-degree 
murder in the death of the 20-year-old 
Tibbetts, whose July 18 disappearance 
set off a massive search involving state 
and federal authorities. 

Rivera led investigators early Tues- 
day to a body believed to be that of 
Tibbetts in a cornfield about 12 miles 
southeast of Brooklyn, Iowa, where 
Tibbetts was last seen running, said 
Rick Rahn, a special agent in the Divi- 
sion of Criminal Investigation. 

“I can’t speak about the motive. I can 
just tell you that it seemed that he fol-

lowed her, seemed to be drawn to her 
on that particular day, for whatever 
reason he chose to abduct her,” Rahn 
told reporters at a press conference 
outside the Sheriff’s Office in Monte- 
zuma, where Rivera was being held on 
$1 million cash-only bail. 

The news that the gruesome crime 


was allegedly committed by a person 
in the country illegally drew immedi- 
ate outrage, including from President 
Donald Trump. 

U.S. Immigration and Customs En- 
forcement said it lodged a federal im- 
migration detainer for Rivera after he 
was arrested on the murder charge. 


That move means the agency has prob- 
able cause to believe that he is subject 
to deportation. 

Investigators said they believed that 
Rivera had lived in the area for at least 
four years, and Rahn described Rivera 
as someone who lived in a rural area

Drill bits, scripts found at suspect’s home 


Court papers say fired 
employee had made 
threats against theater

Omaha police investigators 
found hand tools, drill bits and 
other suspicious materials at the 
home of Jeffrey Horger, the for- 
mer Omaha Community Playhouse 
employee who is accused of bur- 
glary and vandalism at the theater. 

A court affidavit said some of 
the items were found in a bag in 
Horger’s basement, along with a 


roll of silver duct 
tape. Similar tape 
was placed over 
door locks at the 
burglary scene. 

Horger, 33, who 
turned himself in 
Friday, has been 
charged with fel- 
ony criminal mis- 
chief and burglary. He posted 
10 percent of his $50,000 bail, or 
$5,000, and was released from jail. 
A preliminary hearing was set for 
Sept. 26. 

Horger is accused of entering 
the Playhouse sometime between 
9 p.m. June 18 and 8 a.m. June 19. 
Investigators say he stole wireless

microphones, damaged light and 
sound equipment and drilled a hole 
in a 300-gallon water tank used to 
create a downpour for the musical 
“Singin’ in the Rain.” Damage was 
estimated at $300,000. 

Some of the light and sound 
equipment was found outside the 
building amid landscaping, but the 
equipment was destroyed because 
it had rained overnight, the affida- 
vit said. 

In addition, the court papers 
said, two second-floor offices 
were forced open and six scripts 
for shows to be produced this 
season were stolen. Police found 
two scripts in a plastic storage

Cohen plea 
appears to 
implicate 
Trump 


Whether the president can 
be prosecuted remains a 
matter of legal dispute 


NEW YORK (AP) — Michael 
Cohen, President Donald Trump’s 
former personal lawyer and “fix- 
er,” pleaded guilty Tuesday to cam- 
paign-finance violations and other 
charges, saying he and Trump ar- 
ranged the payment of hush mon- 
ey to porn star Stormy Daniels and 
a former Playboy model to influ- 
ence the election. 

Cohen’s account appears to im- 
plicate Trump himself in a crime, 
though whether — or when — a 
president can be prosecuted re- 
mains a matter of legal dispute. 

In a deal reached with federal 
prosecutors, Cohen, 51, pleaded 
guilty to eight counts in all, includ- 
ing tax evasion and making a false 
statement to a financial institution. 
He could get about four to five years 
in prison at sentencing Dec. 12. 

In entering the plea, Cohen did 
not name the two women or even 
Trump, recounting instead that he 
worked with an “unnamed candi- 
date.” But the amounts and the 
dates all lined up with the pay- 
ments made to Daniels and Play- 
boy Playmate Karen McDougal in 
the weeks and months leading up 
to the 2016 presidential election. 

Cohen, his voice shaky as he an- 
swered questions from a federal 
judge, said one payment was “in 
coordination and at the direction 
of a candidate for federal office,” 
and the other was made “under di- 
rection of the same candidate.”

23 others facing charges

LUDWIGSBURG, Germany — 
Before Allied forces liberated Nazi 
Germany and the survivors of Ad- 
olf Hitler’s death camps more than 
70 years ago, tens of thousands of 
Nazi criminals who were directly 
involved in the Holocaust disap- 
peared. 

Some escaped abroad. Others 
hid in German cities. Few of them 
faced justice — until now, perhaps. 

At least 23 alleged Nazi crim- 
inals who are believed to have 
worked in death camps were al- 
ready facing charges in Germany 
and Austria by June, marking a 
dramatic increase compared with 
previous decades, according to a 
document German prosecutors 
shared with the Washington Post. 

On Tuesday, that number in- 
creased further, as the White 
House announced that it had de- 
ported 95-year-old Jakiw Palij, the 
final Nazi war crimes suspect liv- 
ing in the United States. 

The resident of the Queens bor- 
ough of New York was arrested 
Monday and deported to Germany 
on Tuesday, where he was taken to 
a nursing home in Düsseldorf. 

Palij was born in what today
